ROLE OF DICTATOR 


Even in his reform legislation Mr 
Bennett had chosen to play the rolé 
of the dictator, said Mr. King. He 
had launched his policy without 
consulting his party, without even 
saying a word to the Conservative 
members of parliament and senators 
and, if rumor was true, without 
mentioning it to his cabinet. 


In this Mr. Bennett was follow- 
ing the example of Hitler and Mus- 
solini, Under Fascism the leader 
was everything, made all decisions 
and the business of the party was 
to glorify him. 

“It is the flood that counts,” said 
Mr. King. It was not with the 
individual acts of the Bennett 
government the people need con- 
cern themselves, but with the ac- 
cumulation of acts all of the same 
type. Arguments about the mer- 
its of this item or that were of no 
benefit if the cumulative effect 
of the Bennett policies in 
creating a bureaucracy, manned 
by Tory office holders, were not 
taken into account. 


Liberalism stood for freedom and

| Not even Sir John Macdonald, 
the author of the protectionist 
System in Canada, ever dreamed 
the tariff would be raised as 
high as Mr. Bennett set it. It was 
raised not only against foreign 
nations but against the United 
Kingdom as well. 


As one of the “dictatorial actions” 
of Mr. Bennett, Mr. King instanced | 
the blan® cheque relief legislation, | 
which set no limits on expendi-| 
tures. Not even in war days was 
| this necessary, said Mr. King. The 
Prime Minister had said it would | 
only be temporary, but the legisla- | 
tion was continued year after year, | 
being in effect even today.

It was the same 
sort of thing that Hitler did in 
Germany and Mussolini in Italy, 
and for the same reason—to deal 
with emergencies. Even today, | 
with parliament prorogued, Mr. 
Bennett and his cabinet could do| 
almost anything they liked simply 
| by passing an Order-in-Council un- 
der that legislation. They could do 
it even when parliament was dis- | 
solved | 

Similarly, said Mr. King, the |

More notes from your correspondent, out 
politicking in the wilds of the 25,000 square miles 
of the Edson riding. It's an immense place to 


cover, with most of the roads in a state of 
morass. Local trains run only on alternate 
days.

A few nights ago I suf- 
fered disappointment on my 
way to Cadomin because my 
fellow-speaker, Mr. W. R.

make train connections. It looked as if the good 
folk of Cadomin, with visitors from Luscar and 
Mountain Park, were doomed to disappointment. 
Then the happy discovery was made that Mr. 
J. H. Unwin, the Aberhart candidate, had ar- 
rived with the expressed intention of putting 


me over the jumps. While he declined my 
invitation to a public debate on the Aberhart 
proposals, his presence in the meeting and my 
request that he publicly question me, gave addi- 
tional interest as I proceeded to prove that 
the Aberhart proposals are not Social Credit 
and are neither constitutional nor workable.

Next day, seeking to drive from Edson to 
Jasper after the train had left, floundering in 
a succession of mudholes, awaiting teams to 
haul the car out as the hour for the Jasper 
meeting went by, I had a chance to reflect 
upon the appalling quality of Jasper highway 
mud. It helped me realize the hardships the 
Jasper tradesmen had endured. I saw two 
California cars turn back after taking photo- 
graphs of the seas of mud and bogged cars, 
to show to the unbelieving folks back home. 

It isn’t as bad as Saskatchewan gumbo in 
which you take the road up with you as you 
go. It's a clean mud that cakes and dries and 
shakes off your elothing, but it’s awful to go 
through. You sink half way up to your knees 
as you get out to inspect the sunken car. It 
becomes a sort of pea-soup goo after a heavy 
rain. One chap today broke his front axle 
trying to force through with his car axle 
deep in stuff, which extends for miles 
While the Ottawa and Edmonton governments 
pulled off a clever stunt in deferring the 
Bravelling of the Jasper highway all these 
years until the elections were called, it has 
been an expensive stunt for the car-owners of 
the province, the tourist visitors, the dwellers 
along the highway and the tourist caterers an 
tradesmen at Jasper.

In another two months the gravelling will 
be pretty well finished. Then the Jasper 
highway will be one of the most beautiful 
stretches of motor road in the province, with 
good grades and beautiful scenery. But it has 
been a great hardship on the residents to wait 
all these years and suffer so much loss, wait- 
ing for an election to be called so that the 
gravelling could be done 


Unable to reach Jasper, I drove over the 
hill from Hinton to Entrance station where Tom 
Monaghan a store and buys fur from the 


trappers. The boys there arranged a meeting 
in the restaurant and pool room, with Allen 
McConnochie, popular local rancher, in the 


chair. Newspaper readers will remember Mr. 
McConnochie by name. He is the game war- 
den who was dismissed from the service of 


the U.F.A. government after being so rash as 
to lay an information charging one of the 
U.F.A. members with a breach of the game 
laws. 

I am writing this from the pretty village of 
Hinton while awaiting an evening meeting in 
the new assembly hall after paying a visit to 
the ranch of Frank Seabolt, laird of Hinton. 
You're likely to hear a great deal more about 
Hinton in the next few years, so. you'll be 
interested in hearing how it came to pass that 
there is a settlement here with a modern 
hotel, a well-equipped store with electrical 
refrigeration, a modern garage building and a 
stampede announced to be held on August 14 
at which many of the famous riders of Alberta 
and Montana will compete. It’s all the more 
interesting because it’s a story of progress and 
development during the depression years in 
one of the hardest hit sections of western 
Canada 

For years Frank Seabolt has ranched. 
Today on his ranch near Hinton he has a hun- 
dred head of horses and a pedigreed Percher- 
on stallion. Between work on the,ranch he 
used to go out prospecting for coal. In 1926 
he discovered the Hinton seam and filed on 
it. He and his partner, the late Harry King— 
both huge men—toiled with pick and pump 
proving up their property. Parties took it over 
to develop it but came to a standstill, so the 
partners bought the property back and 
resumed development, 

It is only a four foot seam that lays at an 
angle of 14 degrees, but the coal ranks high 
as a hot steam coal. A slope shaft was sunk 
on the incline of the seam. The “rooms” at 
depth worked on the McGinty system, 
whereby a descending loaded cer hauls up an 
empty one by force of gravity. A hundred 
men representing 60 families are employed at 
the Hinton Colliery. The plant has a capacity 
of a thousand tons a day. It is one of the most 


are 


profitable coal operations in the province 
under the engineering management of Louis 
Chavignand, assisted by Master Mechanic 
Walter Talbot 


A couple of miles to the east is the Drin- 
nan Colliery under the management of Andrew 
Wilson. It is believed that the entire area be-

“A shortage of money is maintained to 
assist money to function as an instrument 
of appropriation.”

Denouncing the right of financiers to sit on 
the highway of progress using a golden cat-of- 
ninetails with lashes of preference, privilege 
and usury to thwart the attempt of God-fearing 
and unselfish men to advance our civilization, 
Kitson earned the right to be recognized as a 
modern prophet.

Here 
is a short history of his scheme 
for those unable to reach a lib- 
rary of get a book on it 
Fourier was, for a considerable 
time, in a merchant's office, and 
was at a susceptible age when the 
ferment produced by the French 
Revolution was continually 
bringing new views as to the re- 
organization before men's minds. 
A benevolent man, he for years 
attempted to devise a scheme for 
the benefit of society, and in a 
series of publications, which both 
the reviewers and public ignored, 
made known his opinions since 
called by his name. He was a de- 
vout and liberal Roman Catholic 
and studied prophecy, end believ- 
ed he was acting in conformity 
with ecripture principles in pro- 
posing his scheme. He died in 
Paris, October 10, 1837, in his 66th 
year, too early to see the fallacy 
to which his views on the rela- 
tion of capital and labor were 
des‘ined ultimately to spread. 
Fourier’s scheme was that what 
he called from the world philanx, 
a philanstery, consisting of any- 
thing from 400 families or 2,000 
persons should live together, 
combining their labor, etc., upon 
land of a fixed area. The buying 
and selling transactions requisite 
for the support of the community 
were to be menaged by a single 
person, which would save a 
multitude of peddling operations 
If any brought capital into the 
concern it was not to be confi- 
scated, but was allowed interest 
on it, The labor being carried on 
in common, the profits were ap- 
portioned on the following sys- 
tem Firs!, a minimum of mere 
subsistence was assigned to every
